objects 
which 
called tcf my instant attention when 
entering the Great American Plain 
on my wTay to Colorado last spring, 
were the villages of the Prairie dogs 
and the gravel-covered cones of the 
Red or “Occident ant. 
They 
skirt 
the railroad on either side and arf 
prominent alike by their great num­ 
bers and their great numbers and the 
elevations which break the monotony 
of the level surface. 
When 1 reached Canon City, my 
first, stop, I noticed them everywhere 
—on the sidewalks 
of 
the 
town, 
along paths and on mountain tops. 
It is the same here in the city of 
Denver. 
Thousands of the ants arc 
trodden under foot every day by the 
pedestrians on the sidewalks. Every 
vacant lot has its quoth of ant colo­ 
nies. 
Upon investigation I found 
that 
the mounds of this ant are distribut­ 
ed throughout the State of Colorado, 
a considerable part ofl New Mexico, 
Wyoming, Utah 
and 
Arizona. 
A 
few are found in Western Kansas. 
In the Gulf coast and in Texas their 
place is taken by the “Agricultural’* 
ant whom they closely resemble in 
structure and habit. 
The form of the nest of tin1 Occi­ 
dent ant is that of an elliptical cone 
and of various 
heights, 
regulated 
apparently by the age and size of 
the colony, 
rarely 
exceeding 
ten 
inches. 
The nests 
are 
prominent 
from the fact that each one i" sur­ 
rounded by a «dear space—a clear­ 
ing or “pavement.” 
The total dia­ 
meter of the nest space, including 
the clearing, i- about twice the dia­ 
meter of the mound. 
The clearings 
around tlie mounds arc without veg­ 
etation of any kind with the except- j 
ion of* here and there of a straggling 
tuft or blade. 
The mounds of these ants are in­ 
variably covered with pebbles of the 
nature of the gravelly soil in which 
they stand. So it lias happened that 
in some localities particles of gold- 
dust. have been seen shining among 
the gravel roof-stones. And on some 
mounds bits of coal have been ob­ 
served among the pebbles, giving a 
clue as to coal deposits. 
The habit of the ant (the worker 
ant), is (o bring up the p e b b l e s ex­ 
cavated from the underground rooms 
and galleries and deposit them up­ 
on the surface of the cones. 
These 
pebbles, of course, have to lie cut 
away from the soil in which they 
are inbedded, and then carried up to 
the top of the cone along which they 
are distributed. 
The pebbles arc handled with the 
greatest ease by the worker ants, 
w ho nip them with their outstretched 
mandibles, turn them 
around 
until 
conveniently fitted to the teeth of the 
mandibles and then move off rarely 
stopping en route to adjust the bur­ 
den or rest. 
The space traversed by the ants 
in their underground portage is some 
times equal to a perpendicular dis­ 
tance 
<>f nine feet. 
Some of 
tlie 
pebbles have from five to eight times 
the weight of the 
little 
carriers. 
Compared with the strength of man, 
this feat is equal to a porter weigh­ 
ing 150 pounds, 
carrying 
a trunk 
weighing half a ton up a one third 
mi I 
stairway. 
No matter how old the colony is 


or how' deep and 
extensive 
their 
underground galleries 
are, 
pebbles 
are constantly being brought up by 
the worker ants. 


One would naturally suppose that 
the entrance to the ant nest would 
be in the center of the cone— this 
being the ease with the Agricultural 
ant of Texas a similar ant. But the 
Occident ant has its gateway near 
the bottom of the cone and generally 
toward the east or 
southeast, 
to 
catch the earliest rays of the sun. 
The gate" or opening.-? are simply 
funnel-shaped openings through the 
gravel roof into the interior of the 
soil. 
These gates are closed every 
night near sun down, by worker ants 
closing the mouth of the 
opening 
With pebbles. 
During the p r o c e s s of 


closing—which is mostly done from 
the 
inside—occasional 
stragglers 
arrive who 
want 
admittance. 
In 
that case one or two pebbles are re­ 
moved. the straggler crawls in. and 
the gate closer again 
(doses 
the 
opening with gravel pebbles. 
In the morning the gates are open­ 
ed between 8:45 to 9:15 
or 
there 
abouts, and the day’s activities 
of 
the ants begin. 
Whenever a severe storm is ap­ 
proaching. the ants immediately be­ 
gan to (dose the opening and display 
much greater activity and 
haste 
than at the regular closing time at 
night. 
During the noon hour these ants 
all retire for a mid-day rest. When 
walking through the city during the 
noon hour or across 
vacant 
l o t s 
where ants are continually roaming, 
it will be observed* that none are in 


evidence. 
A little before 12:00 the 
ants can he seen hastening from all 
quarters toward the nest, and 
by 
noon only an occasional 
straggler 
can be seen. 
Not until the mid-day 
fervor of the sun has passed is the 
work resumed again. 
The nest of these ants consists of 
a subterranean system of gallleries, 
graneries, 
nurseries 
and 
living 
rooms. 
These are situated for the 
most part beneath the level of the 
surface of the ground, and extend 
to a depth of from four to eight feet. 
The Occident ant is a “harvest­ 
ing” ant. «All through the summer 
they gather seeds of various kinds, 
but more particularly those of the 
wild 
sunflower, 
which 
is 
very 
common 
in Colorado. 
This 
plant 
grows from eight inches to eighteen 
inches high and the flower is about 
the size of a silver dollar, or a little 
larger than the common field daisy. 
The ant, however, allows itself a 
good deal of latitude in the choice of 
food. 
It gathers dead insects, preys 
upon larvae and feeds 
upon 
the 
sweet secretions 
of 
plants. 
One 
day when going down town I saw* 
an ant dragging a dead bettle who 
had been stepped upon. 
It is said that the Indians of the 
plains word in the habit of availing 
themselves'of the insectivorous taste 
of these ants to rid themselves of 
the vermin bred by their peculiar life 
in their blankets and furs. 
These 
articles when thus 
infected 
were 
spread upon or near the ant hill. The 
ants at once swarmed forth, invaded 
the haunts of the vermin and tho­ 
roughly cleansed them out. The ova 
and larvae of the vermin, the young 
as well as the 
mature 
individuals 
were removed by the ants, who in 
the search explored every part of 
the blankets or garments exposed to 
them. 
MORAL— “Go to the ant. 
thou 
sluggard; consider her ways and be 
wise.”
